If you are living in a moderately 
old house and feel that the wiring is 
not sufficient to meet your needs for 
up-to-date living—have an electrical 
contractor check your wiring and 
give you an estimate on having it 
modernized. And meanwhile, here 
are a few practical, everyday rules 
to follow: 


Learn to recognize danger sig- 
nals> If lights flicker badly, cut 
down the number of lights used on 
the circuit. The slightest smell of 
heated insulation is a warning to be 
heeded. And if a fuse blows, don’t 
just replace it with a new one—find 
the source of the trouble. It may be 
a loose connection, frayed cord, or 
broken plug; it may be that you 
have plugged in too many appli- 
ances on the same circuit and the 
wires have become overheated. Be 
forewarned—don't let it happen a 
second time! 


Never plug in two heating appli- 
ances on the same circuit at the 
same time. This 
includes porta- 
ble electric 
A heaters, irons, 
toasters, coffee 
makers and the 
like.
